DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

1) The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Examiner has carefully reviewed the arguments put forth compared to the 
prior art cited. As well further considerations were made and upon final 
review, it is the examiner's position that the case has met the conditions of 
patentability. 

It is generally been well known in the prior at the time of the present 
invention to form thin layer films on nanostructured supports (i.e. a substrate 
at the nano-scale), which would generally be used in both the micro- and 
nano-technology based electronics or semiconductor systems. However the 
knowledge to treat the nanostructured support to generate internal strains in 
the support, causing deformation of the support by dilation or contraction at 
least in the plane of the thin layer... etc.... to basically create a strain in the 
thin layer, was not known or obvious at the time of the present invention. 
Prior art suggests treatment of the thin layer directly, usually in order to 
fabricate a strengthening of the bond means via heteroepitaxial deposition. 
But this technique of subjecting the substrate to incur such a means was not 
know, and thus the rationale for allowing the case.
